PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

The correspondent of the North China Herald writes as 
follows :— 

Considerable uneasiness has been felt throughout Peking 
during the past week, owing to the news that the Emperor has 
been attacked with small-pox. The disease declared itself on 
the 9th inst., the day of the Transit of Venus, and shortly after- 
wards was reported as having assumed a severe type. The 
Peking Gazette of the 14th contained the first public intimation 
of his Majesty’s illness, in the shape of a decree appointing the 
seventh Prince, youngest of his Majesty’s three uncles, to offer 
the winter solstice sacrifices at the Peiniple of Heaven. 

The observations of the Transit on the 9th Dec. were very 
successfully made at the French, Russian, and American obser- 
vatories. Although the morning proved cloudy, and the sun 
was at intervals obscured, the four important periods of contact 
were all successfully recorded. The French astronomers suc- 
ceeded in taking nearly 150 perfect photographs. At the 
American observatory shank 90 were secured. The Minister 
Chung How was present at the French Legation throughout 
the observations, in which he appeared to take great interest ; 
and he invited the astronomers a day or two afterwards to visit 
the old Jesuit observatory, where he acted as cicerone to the 
interesting scientific relics which form one of the best known 
“sights” of Peking. A similar compliment was paid to the 
American astronomers. 

It is reported that Li Tsung-shi, Viceroy of the Liang Kiang, 
has ‘applied for leave to retire, owing to bad health. In the 
event of his request being granted, it is thought not improbable 
that he will be succeeded by Tseng Kin-tsuen, a younger brother 
of the late Tseng Kuo-fan. There seems to be a fatality con- 
nected with the post of Viceroy at Nanking; no one appears 
able to hold it long without being either murdered, dying, or 
falling sick. 


THE LONDON AND 


A correspondent writes from this port as follows :— 


Father Christmas has come upon us in very genial guise, for 
the 25th Dec. was more like a fine spring day than such as is 
generally considered aa pat to his advent. As may be sup- 
posed, festivity has been the order of the season, and this year 
there has been no exception to the rule, when at the house of one 
of our leading merchants—a gentleman no less famed for his 
universal hospitality than for the splendour of his entertain- 
ments—we passed a most enjovable evening. The guests were 
numerous, and the fun was kept up until an early. hour, every 
‘one seeming loth to leave such pleasant quarters. 

On the 25th, service was held forthe first time in the new chapel, 
and was conducted by the Rev. Messrs. Greenwood and Scott, 
clergymen of the Church of England, in presence of the largest 
cofgregation we have ever seen in Chefoo. I believe this is the 
first Christmas service at this port which has been performed by 
ministers of that Church ; and everything that care and choral 
effect could do to make it complete was most thoroughly carried 
out. And here let me remark on the obligations under which 
the community are placed to the different members of the choir, 
and more especially to the ladies, who, sparing neither time nor 
trouble, rendered possible the production of the fine vocal and 
‘instrumental music with which we were favoured. 

The chapel has been a long time in attaining completion, and 
that it has done so even now is mainly due to the great gene- 
rosity of two gentlemen of this community, one of whom made 
& most munificent donation at the outset, while the other, be- 
sides subscribing liberally at first, eventually advanced the funds 
still wanting for the completion of the building. The edifice, 
without being possessed of marked architectural grandeur, yet 

resents an amount of chaste and symmetrical simplicity which 
justifies us in describing it as a pretty and tasteful structure, 
doing credit alike to the architect and the community. I am 
only echoing the general wish when I express the hope that ere 
long there will be sufficient money forthcoming to pay off the 
debt, and put up the remaining necessary fittings, for the perfect 
carrying out of the Church service. 

HLGMS. Arcona is looked for daily from Nagasaki. She 
has gone there for the purpose of comparing and obtaining ob- 
servations, with a view of fixing the position of Chefoo. It is 
said that she will make another trip to Japan and back before 
taking her tinal departure from our port. The astronomers are 
still very busy, and we hear they purpose remaining until the 
middle of February. @ 

There is a great dearth of news at present, and we hear of 
nothing startling in the business world. There are a number 
of vessels in the harbour, a rather unusual circumstance at this 
time of the year. The Bridgctown, an English vessel, six months 
out from England, is daily looked for. 


SHANGHAT. 
The present mai] brings advices from this port to the 7th 


January; the French mail from London November 20 was re- 
ceived on the day this mail left. The following summary of news 
is from the North China Herald :— 


The annual meeting of the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce 
has been held, R. I. Fearon, Esq., chairman, when the report and 
accounts were ed. The new Committee appointed are Messrs. 
W. Keswick, EK. Cunningham, C. J. King, A. Hennequin, F. Nis- 
sen, M. Gubbay, F. H. Bell, J. A. Taylor, E. H. Lavers, and J. G. 
Purdon. The questions discussed were the compilation of Stocks 
of Imports, a proposal for the establishment of a Pilotage Board, 
Reuter’s Telegrams and Transit dues. 

The Chinese Imperial Loan, which we announced as forth- 
coming a few weeks since, has been advertised by the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Bank. It is for £627,615 altogether, but 
the first issue is to be for £539,748 ; security, certain portions of 
the Imperial Foreign Maritime Customs Revenue, which have 
been assigned to the Bank in trust for the bondholders. In- 
terest, 8 per cent. per annum ; 3-20ths of principal repayable in 
Foochow on 19th June, 1876 ; and 1-20th every six months till 
1884. The issue price is 95 per cent. at exchange 4a. 1d. per 
dollar, or 5s, 7d. per tael—$462.94, or Tls. 340.30 per £100 bond. 

The P.M.S.S. China, concerning the safety of which some 
rather disconcerting rumours were prevalent during last week, 
arrived safely at Yokohama on the 30th Dec. It will thus be 
seen that the China was a week overdue between San Francisco 
and Yokohama, a period sufficiently long in these times of suc- 
cessive disasters at sea to excite some degree of apprehension, 
although a considerable detention in crossing the Pacific at this 
season is by no means unusual. 

A Notice to Mariners by the Engineer-in-Chief to the Cus- 
toms intimates that the new first-order light ou the N. E. Shan- 
tung Promontory is now in foperation. It is elevated 200 feet 
above the level of the sea, and in clear weather the white light 
should be visible at a distance of twenty-one nautical miles, 

Professor Young, of the American ‘Transit of Venus party to 
Peking, has delivered a lecture on the Spectroscope and its con- 
tributions to Astronomical Science, in the Masonic Hall, which 
was fairly attended. It would have been better, however, had 
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the front room, which was used on the occasion of the previous 
lecture of the course, been employed again, the acoustic proper- 
ties of the large hall being unfavourable to public speaking. 
Professor Young eave an exhaustive and able exposition of his 
subject in simple but clear and forcible style, and illustrated it 
happily both in a verbal manner and by diagrams drawn on the 
blackboard. At the close a hearty vote of thanks was awarded 
a oe on the motion of Dr. Macgowan, seconded by Mr. 
orbes. 

The Shanghai Temperance Society have received two valuable 
presents during the past week. The first is a handsome billiard 
table, from Captain Harmon, of the steamer Hupeh ; the second, 
a cheque for Tls. 100, from W. Mesney, Esq., of the Chinese 
Military service, stationed at Chen-too-foo, but at present resid- 
ing at Hankow. 

The text of the despatch by Mr. Seward, U.S. Consul-General, 
which was referred to in our notice last week of the Annual 
we on the Commercial Relations between the United States 
and Foreign Nations for 1873, has been published. It is a 
thoughtful and suggestive review of the position of our relations 
with China, present and to some extent prospective, and as such 
it will be read with much interest. 

Dividends have been notified for the half-year ending 3lst 
Dec., by the following Companies :—Yangtsze Insurance Asso- 
ciation, 74 per cent.; Shanghai Steam Navigation Company, 
3 per cent.; Shanghai Gas Company 5 per cent.4 

The hearing of the case of the French brig St. Francots 
against the steamer Cawdor Castle has been brought to a close 
before R. A. Mowat, Esq., sitting at Registrar, and Messrs. A. 
J. Little and M. Coryell, as Merchant Assessors. The owners 
of the brig were represented by Mr. Robinson, and those of the 
steamer by Mr. Wainewright. The Court and Assessors took time 
to consider their award. 

At the Supreme Court, before Sir Edmund Hornby, Chief 
Judge, James Malone, late captain of the schooner Alerandra, 
sued Mr. Joseph Walton, the owner, for $264, balance of wages 
due, and $550 as per account!stated, for disbursements, &c., and 
the cost of a passage from this port to Australia, Mr. Hannen ap- 
peared for the plaintiff, and Mr. Wainewright conducted the 
defendant’s case :— 

Mr. Hannen, in placing the case befure his lordship, said the main 
facts to go upon were that the plaintiff was engaged by the defendant 
at Adelaide in May last year, and was subsequently made captain of 
the vessel at a salary of £15 per month. The ship was to go to Free- 
mantle and Singapore, and back to the Colonies. The plaintiff was en- 
gaged for six months, and according to the terms of the articles to be 
discharged in the Australian Colonies. If he were discharged in a 
foreign port, then a passage was to be provided for him back to Austra- 
lia. This was endorsed upon the articles. The other claim was fur ex- 
penses incurred on shore, and for money paid by plaintiff on defendant’s 
behalf. Plaintiff had been discharged at Shanghai after having ful- 
filled the terms of his agreement, but the defendant had refused to pay 
or provide him with a passage or refund the amounts he had disbursed. 
The case for the defence was that plaintiff was engaged by the de- 
fendant in the first instance as superintendent of riggers, while the 
vessel was on the slip at Adelaide, on the 23rd May, 1874, at the 
rate of £14 per month (captain’s pay). On the 15th of June plaintiff's 
name was placed upon the register as captain at £15 per month. The 
ship went from Freemantle to Singapore, aud on to Shanghai. De- 
fendant always transacted all shore business, except entering and clear- 
ing the ship, shipping men, &c. Defendant, in giving evidence, also. 
swore that his agents in Adelaide, Elder, Smith, and Co., had told him 
that an agreement had been signed by them in conjunction with Capt. 
Malone, but that the latter had sinoe told him he had torn it up; and 
again, that he (the defendant) had never seen the articless or the clause 
in writing providing for the plaintiff's passage home. He discharged 
the captain for personal reasons, and because he did not suit him, but 
not until after he had served his term of agreement, viz., six months, 
He had agreed that if the plaintiff was discharged within the six 
months from the date of signing articles, he would give him one 
month’s pay and £10 towards his passage money. 

After both counsel had addressed the Court on behalf of their 
respective clients, his Lordship reserved judgment. 

The sum of $175 has been collected by the exertions of Cap- 
tains Peters and Thomson, of the British ships Jnverness and 
Omba, from some of the vessels in harbour, on behalf of the 
crew of the Horatio, who lost their property in the fire which 
destroyed that ship. The U.S. Consul, Mr. O. B. Bradford, has 
distributed the money in suitable proportions. 

A seaman of the United States corvette Kearsage has been 
drowned under peculiar circumstances, The man was seen by a 
policeman on duty on the Bund coming from the direction of 
the French Settlement in a jinricksha. He got out when op- 
posite Messrs. Russell and Co.’s, and walked along the jetty 
to the pontoon, followed by the jiuricksha man. From 
words he overheard the constable walked along the jetty 
towards them, aud suddenly hearing a plunge in the 
water, he hastened forward, and saw the seaman clinging 
to a cargo boat, the force of the current quickly draggin 
him under. The constable sprang on to the cargo boat, an 
tried to reach the poor fellow, but could not, for he soon dis- 
appeared, and was of course drowned. The constable got into 
a rn and made a thorough search at the spot, but found 
only the unfortunate man’s cap, which bore the badge of the 
Kearsage. Atthe U.S. Consulate, before Mr. Bradford, a de- 
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position was made by the police constable, who, in addition to 
the facts mentioned above, said he saw no indication of drunk- 
enness on the part of the deceased, and that,the jinricksha coolie 
was not near him when he fell into the river. 

A case of successful highway robbery has been reported at 
both the English and French police stations. It appears that a 
French gentleman while proceeding homewards along the French 
Bund from a party was violently assaulted by a Chinaman, who 
struck him a severe blow across the face with a bamboo, knock- 
ing him down. While he was on the ground, the thief robbed 
him of his watch, chain, and trinkets, valued at $42. The number 
of the watch is known, and this may possibly lead to identifica- 
tion and recovery. The unfortunate gentleman also had his 
hand much hurt in endeavouring to defend himself. 


FOOCHOW. 
The advices from this port extend to the 10th January. We 


extract the following items of intelligence from the Foochow 
Herald :— 


The second section of the telegraph line to Amoy is now com- 
pleted, and remains intact. We think that the company’s 
agent—Mr. Henningsen—ought to be complimented upon having 
so far carried out the work entrusted to him—despite much 
underhand opposition. ‘The Shanghai papers advise us of Gene- 
ral Raasloff’s departure for Peking. Ashis Excellency has been 
specia lly instructed, by the Danish Government to enforce the 
fulfilment of the alleged agreement between the Chinese Govern- 
ment and the Great Northern mea se Company, his advent 
will put matters in a clearer light. The country people are every- 
where civil and friendly to the company’s employés. It is satis- 
factory to know that the Tsung-li-Yamen have at last accorded 

rmission to the Viceroy to give his official sanction to the work, 
if he approves of it. We trust that this is not a ruse to throw the 

nsibility of rejection on a subordinate officer. 

With reference to the recent Awang-tung junk collision case, 
we understand Captain Pitman gave notice of appeal against the 
judgment, but was informed that there was no appeal against the 
decision of the Court. It seems strange that when appeals are 
admitted against many of the highest tribunals of the land 
there should be no appeal against the judgment of a Mixed 
Court, with no one but Her Majesty’s Consul and a Chinese 
Mandarin, neither of whom can have the slightest idea of navi- 

_ gation, sitting upon it. This is especially hard in a case where 
so large a sum of money is at stake. 

M. Giquel has left this port for Takao, in order to confer 
with Commissioner Shen-Pao-Chen in regard to contemplated 
works at the Arsenal ; also to snperlitend the mounting of the 
big guns—recently received from Europe,—on the newly-erected 
batteries in the neighbourhood of Takao and the Pescadores. 
We are informed that M. Segonzac—the sub-director—Will 
shortly return from Formosa, to take charge of the Arsenal 
during the director’s absence. 

The steam-launch recently purchased by the Lekin officials is 
lying snugly at anchor in front of Messrs. John Forster and Co.’s 
hong, and, so far as we know, has been in the same comfortable 
soe ge ever since she changed hands, It is possible that the 

igh price of coal may have deterred the present owners from 
placing the craft on the active list. 

Training for the race meeting next month is being pushed for- 
ward with much vigour. The ponies are looking well, and, 
taken altogether, are about the best lot ever seen on the Foochow 
course. There is said to be a lamentable dearth of jockeys, but 
we doubt not that recruits will be brought forward from Shang- 
hai and Amoy. 

We notice that the arsenal at Pagoda Anchorage has been 
walled in. Nodoubt this has been done with a view to conceal- 
ing from the vulgar gaze the stupendous resources of that grand 
establishment for the useless expenditure of public money. 

A fire has occurred in the city, near the south gate, but was 
fortunately extinguished before much damage was done. 





HONG KONG.

time, it was especially fit that the whole community should 
unite in a collective farewell address to one who has lived and 
laboured in their midst for the long period of twenty-two years, 
Not only has the Venerable Archdeacon most acceptably dis- 
charged the duties pertaining to the incumbency of Christ 
Church, Canton, but he has also constantly conducted services 
at Whampoa on Sunday evenings, and during the period of 
hostilities, between 1856 and 1861, undertook extraordinary ser- 
vices at Hong Kong and Canton in connection with the army 
and navy. Feeling strongly that the close of such a career should 
be marked by the frank and cordial acknowledgment of those 
who have witnessed it, and that they should invite the sympa- 
thetic aczord of those whose briefer residence precludes an 
adequate estimate of the value of such services, some of the 
older residents—the Rev. John Chalmers, M.A., the Rev. Dr. 
Andrew Happer, and Mr. Nye—set on foot a movement which 
resulted in the preparation of the address, which was signed by 
the gentlemen above-named and about ninety other Canton re- - 
sidents. It should be mentioned that the Church Committee 
also signed and participated in the address. 

The Hon. R. Rowett leaves for Europe by the present mail. 
Mr. Rowett has, for the last four years, been connected with 
many important movements in the colony in his position of 
member of the Levislative Council, chairman (for some time) of 
the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, &., and we are only ex- 
pressing a general sentiment when we sy that in his departure 
we are losing a most valuable public man. He has always mani- 
fested a desire to further the general goud of the community, 
and has rendered valuable assistance in supporting measures to 
this end, ably and fearlessly, in the Council. We cin ill atford 
at the present time to part with an unofficial member of Mr. 
Rowett’s stamp, and it may bea long time before his scat is 
occupied by as faithful a public servant. During his residence 
in the colony he has made a large circle of friends, and both 
those who have known him in his private and public capacities 
unite in expressing regret at his departure. 

The Gazette prints the subjoined despatch, received from the 
Karl of Carnarvon, conveying the expressiun of Her Majesty's 
sincere regret for the sufferings occasioned by the typhoon of 
23rd September :—

The captain, who secured him in 
the sum of $400, took him to Canton, where he lived, for the 
purpose of getting medical advice. He would appear in Court 
as soon as he was able. He asked that the case might be re- 
manded till the 18th Jan. His Worship expressed his pleasure 
at finding Mr. Brereton had ascertained the cause of the non- 
appearance of the man, and said he did not intend ordering that 
the $400 deposited in Court in lieu of security be forfeited till 
he got an explanation from him. He would, therefore, remand 
the case till the 18th. 

A library of rare and valuable books has been submitted to

CONSULAR CHAPLAINS.—TREASURY MINUTE. 

My Lords refer to a letter from the Foreign-office stating that the 
Earl of Derby would suggest whether it would not be giving effect to 
the recommendations of the Committee on Consular Chaplains, if in 
dealing with the cases of the chaplains specified by the committee they 
were allowed to reckon a certain number of years additional towards 
their pension over and above the period which under ordinary circum- 
stances would be granted to them upon the abolition of their poste ; 
and adding that Lord Derby’s suggestion for the grant of an additional 
number of years’ service must be taken subject to the restriction that 
the sum granted should not exceed 40-60ths, or two-thirds of the full 
amount of salary. Lord Derby further recommends that the chaplains 
whose cases are specially recommended by the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee for consideration should, if they intend to return immediately, 
or have already returned, to this country in consequence of the aboli- 
tion of their pusts, be allowed the cost of their journey home, as well 
as that of their family. My Lords concur generally in the recom- 
mendations of the Earl of Derby, and are pleased to direct that 
in calculating the compensation allowances to be granted to the 
chaplains at Hamburg, Leghorn, Lima, Rio, Pernambuco, Valparaiso, 
Oporto, Monte Vidco, and Batavia, a special addition of five years 
shall be made to the number of years which they would have been 
otherwise severally entitled to reckon for pension under the regulations 
specified in the letter from this Board dated the 4th of November, 
1873, which is subject, nevertheless, to the restriction imposed by 
the 7th section of the Superannuation Act, 1859, that no such com- 
pensation allowance shall exceed two-thirds of the annual emoluments 
on which it is based.

JAPAN AND THE GREFK CHURCH.—A correspondent of the Weelly 
Reriew writes:—“ Of all forms of Christianity, the Greek Church seems 
to be the most popular among the official class in Japan. The cere- 
monial of the Greek Church is as dramatic and dazzling to the eye as 
Buddhism, and finds great acceptance among these Orientals. ther’ 
Nicolas, the present head of the Greek- Russian Mission, is building a 
magnificent churech—the finest in Japan—a favour that has been 
granted to no other nationality, a proot of Russia’s great influence here. 
‘The assistants are all natives, ‘and his long residence here, his wonder- 
ful skill in the language and thorough knowledge of Buddhism, which 
he studied in a Buddhist convent for years, give him great influence, 
especially as he is backed up by his Government, which has secured for 
bim full liberty of residing in whatever part of the Empire he chooses." 
To this it may be added that the Romanists have a numerous mission, 
of over fifty priests, in Japan, but they are net popular either with the 
people or Government. They have also a mission in the centre of the 
capital, which they owe to the power of France. Their work at present 
seems to be chiefly among their old convents. They have a school of 
abont fifty pupils preparing for the priesthood, and are extremely 
cautious of aggressive work. 

The Prince Imperial passed his examination, and left the Royal 
Military Academy at Woolwich on the 16th inst. He was seventh in 
proficiency of the cadets receiv ing commissicns, and first in fencing and 
riding. The Empress was present in deep mourning. The Duke de 
Bassano, Marquis de Fiens, Count Clari, Countess Clari, Duke of Cam- 
bridge, Field Marshal Gough, Viscount Sydney, and a distinguished 
party of officers and civilians were present. The customary ball at the 
end of the session has been held in the Academy, when farewell was 
taken of the Prince and the other students who have completed their 
course. The Prince, it is said, will continue his studies privately, and 
probably will receive permission to be attached to some regiment. 

MILITARY EXPENDITURE IN THE CoLontEs.—A Parliamentary return 
has been issued of “ the probable amounts that will be repaid by the 
several colonies, and paid into the Exchequer as colonial contributions | 
in aid of military expenditure.” The total colonial contributions for 
this purpose are £233,100, of which £121,990 is contributed by Cey- 
lon, and this sum, it is atated, is proposed a3 the future contribution of 
the colony, £51, 000 by the Straits Settlements, £27,000 by the Mau- 
ritius, £20,000 by Hong Kong, £10,000 by the Cape, and £3,500 by 
Natal. The total amount included in the Army Estimates for military 
purposes in the colonies is £1,752,535, against £1,734,977 last year. 

EMBEZZLEMENT FROM THE CHARTERED MERCANTILE Bank.—Alfred 
James Price has been committed for trialon a charge of embezzlingseveral 
sums belonging to his employers, the Chartered MercantileBank of In- 
dia, London, and China. It was stated that having received a sum of 
£284 7s, 6d. for a draft on the company’s branch at Colombo, he re- 
tained £200 of the money, paying in only £84 7s. 6d., and altered the 
entries respecting the draft to correspond with the reduced amount. In 
ere case the prisoner was said to have retained £300 out of a sum 
of £550. 

A DEPUTATION from the Glasgow Chamber of Commerce has waited 
upon the Marquis of Salisbury, and presented a memorial praying for 
the immediate revision of the tariff and the early abolition of the duties 
on cotton piece goods imported into India. The deputation was headed 
by the President of the Chamber, Mr. Matheson, and accompanied by 
Mr. Ramsay, M.P., the Lord Provost. of Glasgow, Mr. Whitctaw, M.P.

INDIA AND THIBET. 

The following remarks on the trade with Thibet are 
gathered from a recently published Government report on 
the condition of India :— 

The prohibition of trade between India and Thibet is solel 
due to orders from Peking. The local officers in Thibet would 
it is said, gladly facilitate direct intercourse, and even now 
there is a considerable traffic through Sikkim, carried on by 
Thibetan and Bhutea merchants. ‘There are several passes via 
Sikkim into Thibet. Two of these are much used by the Thi- 
betan peasants, who bring down cattle to graze in Sikkim ; and 
also by the inhabitants of the Lachin- Lachung valley, who twice 
& year carry wood into Thibet and bring back loads of salt. A 
good road is quite practicable, though it ; would be expensive. 

In 1871 a native pundit, trained as an explorer, made his way 
from Darjiling into Great ‘I'hibet by the Tipta-la pass. He de- 
scribes this route as difficult, and the ground to the north of it 
as very elevated und barren. In the month of September he 
reached the Choto-Dong lake, a fine sheet of water about twenty 
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miles long by sixteen, and 14,7 700 feet above the level of the sez. 
The water is excellent, though the lake has no outlet. The tra- 
veller next made his way to Shigatze,a large and important 
town, and shortly after reached the (reat Shakia Monaste ry. on 
a tributary of the Sang-pho, or main river of Thibet, 13,960 fect 
above the sea. After some further wanderings the pundit cro: sed 
the snuwy pass Thung-lung-la, 14,460 feet above the sea, to the 
town of Nilam. Nilam contains 250 houses, and is ruled over 
by two jongpons appoiuted by the Thibetan Government. North 
of the passes the country is tolerably level, but to the south the 
ground is very rugged and broken. From Nilam the road fol- 
lows the Bhotia-kosi river into Nepaul, crossing that river fifteen 
times, by means of three iron suspension and eleven wooden 
bridges. In one place there is a chasm which is so perpendicular 
that the path is supported by bars of iron and slabs of stone, 
stretching from peg to peg and covered with earth for one-third of 
amile. ‘The pundit’s route, 844 miles long, took him completely 
round Mount Everest. 

There is another route to Thibet through Bhutan; and 
further east in the territory of the friendly Bhutea ‘Rajas 
exists a more promising line still, There is a great fair 
held twice a year in connection with this last route at Udelgir® 
The Thibetans are an eminently commercial people. Every 
person in authority, including even the Chief Llamas of the 
monasteries, keeps an agent, and carries on trade on his own 
account. Besides this a large number of Mussulman traders 
from Kashmir are located in the capital. The inhospitable 
nature of the country, which produces few things required by 
the rest of the world, makes bullion an important article of ex- 
port. Mines of silver and gold abound. Silver especially is 
plentiful near Lhassa, but the authorities prohibit the working 
, of the mines there, from a superstitious fear of impov erishing 
| the country and causing the men to degenerate. There is no re- 
striction on working gold mines, and this metal is hd adie as 
abundant at Thok J: alung (382° 30’ N. ) and under the lofty peaks 
of Aling Gangri. 

Trade with China is carried on by the great road between 
Tatsianlu and Lhassa. The Chinese import into Thibet tea, 
cotton fabrics, thread, porcelains, and Yunnan ponies, and receive 
in return silver, salt, blankets, and other woollen goods, furs, 
drugs, and musk. Brick tea ia the main import. This is made 
mostly near Ya-tsow, in Tze-chuan, from a hedge-row tree fifteen 
feet high, with a large coarse leaf. Four bricks of 5 lbs. each are 
bought at Ta-tsian- In for 6s. 4d., and sell at Lhassa for £1 48. to 
£1 8s. , fetching much higher prices of course in spots more dis- 
tant from the’ capital. Here, then, is an opportunity for our 
Assam tea-planters if they could but get the trade routes opened 
up. The Missionaries calculate the annual supply of tea to 
Thibet at about 6,000,000 pounds. Chinese cottons are largely 
imported, but even now at Lhassa Indian goods are beginning 
to supplant them. Silks of gaudy colours fetch about their own 
weight in silver. Large quantities of the latter metal find their 
way into China every year, and strange as it may seem, among 
the ingots are great numbers of English rupees, melted down, 
but still preserving their original shapes. The fact is the Thi- 
betan traders who come down to our frontier fairs carry back 
our money in exchange for their goods. The Thibetan musk all 
goes to China, yet the best quality of it is produced in the Mish- 
mee hills, near our own frontiers, and the trade ought, therefore, 
to come into English hands. Salt is abundant ail over Thibet, 
and is produced by solar evaporation in shallow pits. We. 
know very little of the trade to the north with Tartary, but it 
is supposed to comprise gold lace, silks, gems, carpets, saddles, 
horses, and a very large kind of sheep. English woollens are 
much sought after in Thibet, but have to contend against im- 
portations from Russia. Flowered calicoes are used for lining 
walls, The missionaries frequently found tin plates, evidently 
of English manufacture. There is an immense demand for 
indigo, which realises a profit of from 50 to 100 per cent. The 
fact is, indigo cannot be obtained from the producers in small 
quantities, and as the dye is universally used, the large traders: 
who buy it up for retail purposes command a practical mono- 

poly. A piece of coral as large as a pea fetches its weight in 

cold, and the prices augment with the size, the darkest colours 
being most esteemed. Rice is imported for use among Chinese 
residents. The most easterly great prospective trade route is. 
that via Sudiya through the Mishmee country, and the unknown 
region beyond to Batang and Szechuan. This line has been 
already attempted by Mr. Cooper, “the pioneer of commerce,” 
but, by orders from China, the Thibetan authorities were ready 
for him at Batang, and stopped his progress before he got in 
sight of their gates. If this road could once be opened, large 
quantities of cows and sheep, ghee and wool, the real wealth of 
Thibet, would find their way into India, and our own import 
trade into Central Asia might indefinitely expand. At present 
all we can do is to wait the turn of events. An annual fair is 
held at Sudiya, to which the Mishmees and other hill tribes 
repair, taking our wares home with them in exchange for their 
finest products. Thus this fair, while it extends the knowledge 
of our manufactures, cements the friendly feelings of the moun- 
taineers, and is therefore extremely important as the forerunner 
of future direct commercial intercourse between Assam and the 
west of China. 
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THE NEW EMPEROR OF CHINA. 


(DAILY NEWS.) 

A telegram announces that the enthronement of the new Emperor 
of China will take place on the 25th of this month. Up to our own | 
day China might be said to be out of the world. We are all familiar 
with “Far Cathay;” and in the supposed allusion to China in Isaiah 
under the term “ Land of Sinim,” it states that those coming from it 
‘shall come from far.” In spite of this remoteness, the interest pro- 
duced by the details of the late Emperor's marriage was ‘great ; and 
more recently an equal interest was felt in the news of his death, as | 
well as in the reported, it may be hoped untruly reported, suicide of | 
his Empress. In addition to this, we find that the characters of the 
leading men who have influence in Chinese politics are not un- | 
known to us; and their policy is discussed, and the probable re- | 
sult of their getting into power is canvassed, as if they were no | 
farther away than Westminster or Versailles. Hien-feng, the | 
father of the late Emperor, died when still a young man. Ru- , 
mour ascribes his death to dissipation. He had made a hurried | 
flight from Pekingin 1860 when the allied English and French forces : 
approached. With his harem and his son he remained at Zehol in Mon- | 
golia till his death, which took place little more than a year afterwards. 
The young boy was then declared Emperor. His mother, who was 
not the Empress, was raised to that dignity, and she and the other Em- 
press took upon themselves the part of Regents. They acted in this 
capacity for about ten years, and earned during that time a reputation | 
for judgment and discretion. In audiences they sat concealed behind : 
a screen, where they could hear, and when they came to any decision it 
was conveyed to the Emperor, who was visible in the Hall, and he 
used the “ Vermilion Pencil,” which instrument gives force to Imperial 
decrees. Prince Kung was at the head of affairs during nearly all this | 

eriod, and it may be difficult to say how much of the credit is due to | 

im or to the two old ladies. An Emperor of China is so surrounded 
by an elaborate ritual of ceremonial, and placed so apart from all human 
beings, that. whatever character he may possess has little or no chance of 
being manifested. The Chinese themselves describe this isolated posi- 
tisn by saying that he is “as solitary asa god.” When a boy the late 
Emperor was said to be dull and rather stupid. He made but poor 
progress with his classics, and had even to be bribed into learning his 
day's lessons. Those who have had stolen glimpses of him, as on rare | 
occasions he left his palace and was carried in his chair, describe latterly - 
that he looked more like acorpse or a mummy than _a living being. 
Such an individual could not have had much influence in State Coun- 
cils, and his death would not be likely to be desired by those near him 
who were ambitious in their hopes of power. The death or dethrone- 
ment of the “Son of Heaven” does not belong to the plans of even the 
most powerful and successful of Chinese politicians. The sudden- 
ness of the news that the young Emperor was dead has na- | 
turally suggested suspicion here in the West. If any crime 
has been committed, it will be a deviation from the ordinary course of 
Chinese history. The still recesses of the Great Palace in Peking no 
doubt present ample facilities fur deeds of the kind hinted at, and the 
“Hall of Secure Felicity,” or the “ Palace of Steadfast Purity,’ might 
easily be made to belie their high-sounding and flowery names. One 
feels more sympathy for the young Empress now condemned to seclu- 
sion. Her father is, to use the nearest corresponding term, a Duke and 
an educated man. The high degree of Clhwang-Yuen was carried off 

by him in the “College of the Forest of Pencils” at Peking. His | 
daughter also bore the reputation of being educated, and of having 
literary tendencies. Stories indicating high spirit, and something like 
pluck, were current about her. | 

The character of the child who is declared to be the occupant of the 
“Dragon-Throne’’ will be of but small importance for many years to 
come. Those around him who wield power attract more attention, | 
and the reported downfall from authority of Prince Kung probably in- 
dicates important changes. It must be said to Prince Kung’s credit 
that for the ten years during which we may consider him to have been 
the head of the State everything went on smoothly. He came into 
office when the country had more than oue trouble te distract it, and — 
he has long kept it in almost perfect peace and trarquillity. The ex- 
istence of the Foreign Ministers in Peking was an entirely new aspect 
of the “outer barbarians,” with whom Prince Kung had to make him- 
self acquainted, and to organise relations. This he accomplished, 
and gave satisfaction to the Legations; and to him is also due the 
merit of solving the Audience question, which had many awkward 
aspects. Li-Hoong-Chang, who seems to have come to the foremost 
place in the new arrangements, bears a name well known in China. 
He took a prominent part in the suppression of the Taeping rebellion. 
For some time past he has been the Governor of the Province of Pei- 
Chili, in which Peking ia situated. For years back he has been raising 
troops and doing his Lest to get them drilled as far as possible in the 
European manner. The suburbs of Tientsing, his usual head-quarters, 
have been swarming with “ braves” since he came there. The arsenals 
in various parts of the country are also due to his energy. In these 
places are produced rifles, cannon, war vessels, engines ammunition, and 
generally speaking nearly all the materials of war. Under his imme- 
diate supervision the Taku forts have been put in order, and strongly 
armed with Krupp guns. There are other forts and camps on the 
Peibo which have been coming into existence at the same time. In 
any part of China where the tools of war are being produced should 
you inquire what department of Government the works are under, 
the name of Li-Hoong-Chang is sure to be given you as the 
authority they work by. When we see at the head of affairs an 
active and able man such as he is, who has been seemingly for 
years engaged in works of preparation, and whose course of conduct 
suggests that he had only been waiting his time, we naturally are 
anxious to know what is likely to be his policy. Unfortunately, on 
theso points our means of probable conjecture are as yct but slight. 
He is supposed ‘by the Eurupceans to have a fair share of all the exclu- 
sive ideas of the mandarin class—which means opposition in every way 
to the “ Foreign Devils," and to all that belongs to them. Whether 
the warlike forces he has been organising are for defence against the 
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foreigners or fur carrying out his purposes among his own nation, is a 


| question which cannot be answered ; but if he retains his position in 


Peking, it is not likely to be long before we may see straws moving, and 
they may give us some indication about the direction of the wind.

GERMANY.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamburg, Fes. 16. 

On Saturday evening Herr Rudolf Moring, one of the three Members 
of Parliament for Hamburg, attended a meeting of his electors, to give 
an account of his stewardship during the session just closed. It lasted, 
he said, for seventy-six days, and held fifty-seven plenary sittings, 153 
corumittee sittings, as well as furty of the committee for petitions, of 
which there were no less than 1,172 presented. Forty Bills were laid 
before Parliament by the Bundesrath, twenty-cight of which were passed, 
and seven treaties with forcign States were ratified by the House. The 
Bill for the Regulations concerning Civil Procedure met with the general 
approbation of the members, but this was not the case with the Consti- 
tution of the Courts of Law, which evoked much diversity of opinion. 
The confirmation of the International Postal Treaty he considered as a 
great boon to all nations, as it would tend to facilitate and increase mu- 
tual commercial relations. The Bill for the Organisation of the Land- 
sturm was severely censured by the so-called Centre party, as they pre- 
tended to believe it was intended as a mask to prepare Germany for 
offensive war ; nevertheless it was passed by a large majority. The Bill 
for the Protection of Trade-marks is adinirably adapted to silence the 
many well-founded complaints that resounded in all parts of the Em- 
pire. With regard to the Budget the feeling prevailed that it was 
desirable to limit the matricular contributions from the different States 
as much as possible, and it was therefore resolved to reduce this item in 
1875 by the surplus amountof 1874. The Army Budget which was 
laid before the House for the first time created some apprehension of a 
conflict between the Government and Parliament, but fortunately these 
fears were groundless. A momentary conflict between the House and the 
PrinceChancellor, caused by the arrest of a Member of Parliament, the 
Catholic Priest Majunke—during the session, gave rise toa good deal of 
expression of feeling; but it soon passed over, and the question was settled 
to the satisfaction ofall partics. There is every reason to hope that the 
new railway law and a uniformity in the tariffs of charges will promptly 
put an end to the calamitous interruptions of commercial intercourse 
so loudly complained of everywhere. The Dill for granting exemptions 
for the payment of Imperial taxes met with much opposition, and was 
finally withdrawn for the present. The very liberal grant placed on 
the estimates for the dotation of the Imperial Marine Observatury, with 
its seat at Hamburg, cannot fail to have a most favourable and prac- 
tical effect on our foreign trade and navigation as well as our shipping 
interests. The law for compulsory civil marriages and the appointment 
of registrars of births, deaths, and marriages, which has been in exist- 
ence at Hamburg for ten years, though only as a permissive act of 
legislation, will have but little effect on our lucal circumstances. During 
the debate he had energetically endeavoured to insert the clause of 
having a coroner's inquest on all cases of deaths, as practised at Ham- 
burg, but could not succeed ; so that we must now bring our local legis- 
lation into harmony with the new laws by supplementary enactments, 
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With regard to one of the most important measures of the session,— 
the Bank Law—Herr Moring expatiated very diffusely, and seemed to 
go into the details of the subject con amore. He first explained to 
the meeting that, according to the laws of the different States, there 
were no less than thirty-three Banks of Issue in Germany, with many 
different privileges and concessions for various periods of time, 
some of them lapsing in 1956, and one—the Anhalt-Dessau Bank— 
for an indefinite term, so that it may run on to all eternity. These 
banks may be divided into five classes, as follows:—1. ‘Lhe Bank 
of Prussia with a conexssion liable to be withdrawn at any time on 
notice being given, and this has been done, as it is to be reorganised 
and become the Bank of Germany ; 2, the older Prussian Banks hold- 
ing concessions that lipse at eight different periods ; 3, the Thaler 
Banks ; 4, the Florin Banks; and 5, the Hanseatic Banks (Bremen and 
Lubeck). The objections made to the lesser banks of issue, generally 
known as the “ Robber's Banks" ( Ruubbanken ) were chiefly that they 
paid a commission tu their agents to put their uncovered notes in cir- 
culation in the adjoining States to a most enormous extent, and suck 
out their blood, with but little chance of their ever coming back for 
presentation. It was shown that in more than one case these banks 
refused to take their own notes in payment for a bill due, and required 
payment in coin or Prussian notes. Even the administration of the 
Bank of Prussia was not entirely free from reproach, as in 1873 they 
had far too many notes in circulation, and did not raise the rate of dis- 
count in time to prevent the financial crisis of that year. The object 
of the new Bank Law is to counteract all the evils at present existing, 
and confine the circulation of notes issued by the banks of the ducde- 
cio States to their own limited territory, instead of inundating other 
States with their paper of doubtfal value. For this purpose a special 
clause is inserted in the Bank Law, rendering it incumbent on the Bank 
of Prussia to take in payment the notes of the other German Banks, 
but with the proviso that they shall not be put in circulation again, but 
sent to the banks that issued them, for redemption and amortisation. 
In this way the banks must keep a stock of coined money on hand, and 
be prepared to redeem their own issues, which it is to be hoped will have 
the effect of killing them offone by one, either by inducing them to renounce 
their privilege of circulating their worthless paper, or causing them to 
liquidate, being no longer in a condition to pay their shareholders large 
dividends as hitherto. On the first introduction of the Bill a general 
demand was made for the creation of a Reichs Bank. The motion 
made by Dr. Harnier, that bank notes were not to be considered as a 
legal tender, that the notes should be exchanged for gold when pre- 
sented at the Central Office for their full value, that torn or damaged 
notes should no longer pass from hand to hand by the public, but 
that the Bank be bound to exchange them for new ones, or gold coin 
at the option of the holder—these and his other proposals met the full 
approbation of the House, and are embodied in the Act of Parliament. 
As notes are not cash, the liability of the German Banks to the 
Central Government for the right of issuing paper is incontestable. He 
himself (Herr Moring) would have preferred to see the originally pro- 
posed, bnt struck out in committee, one per cent. duty replaced, and 
he had done what he could to that effect though without success. 
The amount now fixed by the law (5 per cent.), might appear to be ex- 
cessive, but it is fully compensated by the advantage of using notes 
for discounting purposes, as well as the manner of dividing the clear 
profits among the shareholders. The Bank of England, with a fixed 
limit of fifteen millions sterling, pays annually £185,000, which is about 
1 1-5th per cent. for duty. With the elastic cuntingent given to the 
Reichs Bank—a new experiment for Germany—it is hoped to enable 
that institution to render prompt assistance at any time when an 
expansion of the circulating medium is required, as the banks will be 
in a condition to increase the amount of their uncovered notes on pay- 
ment of the maximum duty of 5 percent. A long debate ensued on 
the sum fixed on as the limit of issue to be allowed for the Reichs Bank, 
and he was of opinion that the amount (250 million Reichsmarks) 
was a fair and liberal allowance. With regard to the important para- 
graph, eighteen of the Bank Law, he had earnestly done his best 
to support the petition of the Hamburg Chamber of Commerce, and 
recommended the re-insertion of that first clause making it in- 
cumbent on the banks to establish branches or agencies for exchang- 
ing bank notes in all cities where the population exceeded 100,000 
souls. But he found such opposition from the other members of the 
committee that he was obliged to give up all hope of succeeding. The 
motion made by his colleague, Dr. Wolffson—member for the third 
electoral district of Hamburg-—to bind the Central Bank to exchange 
notes for gold on the day of presentation, met with greater support in 
committee, but was thrown out in the plenary sitting of the House on 
the ground that the Bank could not be expected to pay the charge of 
transporting gold in the interest of gold exporters. He thought this 
part of the question was of no material importance ; as under all cir- 
cumstances the bank must have a filial establishment at Hamburg, but 
it was obvious that in ordinary times it would not be much used for 
the encashing of bank notes. In the interests of the administration of 
the Imperial Finances it had been deemed advisable to entrust the 
Reichs Bank with the cash operations of the Government. The placing 
of the Chancellor at the head of the Bank was absolutely required, as 
he is the only person directly responsible to the Empire. As Hamburg 
is a place of such great commercial importance the branch bank here 
will be assisted and advised by a council composed of Hamburg mer- 
chants and bankers. Asa guarantee for the stability of the Bank the 
monthly statements of its finances will be published in the usual 
manner, Taking into consideration the commercial state of affairs at 
Bremen, permission has been granted to the Bank there, as an excep- 
tion to the general rule, to discount bills at six months and make ad- 
vances for the same period, instead of the usnal three months. The 
compensation of 15,000,000 marks to Prussia for giving up the Bank 
of Prussia is, without doubt, a high figure, but not too high when one 
considers that Prussia hitherto gained annually some three million 
marks of revenue, and that no law could have compelled her to give up 
what she now voluntarily consents to resign. 
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The explanations made by Herr Moring were most favourably recei- 
ved by the meeting, and at the instigation of Herr Joh Halben, who 
occupied the chair, they passed unanimously a vote of thanks and 
confidence for the efficient services rendered by Herr Moring as one of 
the representatives of Hamburg in the German Parliament. 

Herr Carl Bismark, hitherto Interpreter of the German Legation at 
Peking, has been appointed by the Emperor to be Consul for Germany 
at Tientain: 

Herr Albert Barckhausen is appointed Vice-Consul for Sweden and 
Norway at Bassein under the Consulate of Rangoon, by Royal Patent 
dated Stockholm, February 1, 1875.

There has been a brisk demand for teas at firm prices, and the follow- 
ing sales have been made by importers for delivery on arrival: Per 
Sylvia from Foochow, 619/4 chests, 4,842/8 do. Congou; per Therese 
from Canton 460 packages of Imperial : and per Schwan from Foochow 
683/4 do., and 1,082/16 do. Congou, as well as 843 packages Sou- 
chong. Rice is still difficult to obtain at former rates, and some de- 
scriptions are higher; market firm and looking up. There is a fair 
demand for Cassia at previous prices. Pepper is improving, and deli- 
veries satisfactory ; Singapore is quoted at 62 to 63 marks, and Penang 
59 to 60 do.

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AMSTERDAM, Fess. 17. 
The members of the Second Chamber have resumed their legislative 
business, but up to this moment nothing has occurred worthy of notice. 
To-morrow a special credit will be usked for to cover the expenses of 
the voyage of the new Governor-General, and some other Bills will be 
brought forward about which I will send you sume particulars by next 
at The topic of the day is still the letters written by the Count 
an Zuylen, ex-Minister for Foreign Affairs, in which he raises the 
cry of “No Popery.” I need not say that this evénement is most wel- 
come now that politics have come to a complete standstill, and now 
that no more political capital is to be made out of the rumours that 
Prince Bismark is contemplating the annexation of our country. A 
good deal has been said about this during the last month. In the 
meanwhile the sections of the Second Chamber are examining the 
Fortress Bill, which is to provide us with a complete system of defence 
at a cost of fifty millions. It is very doubtful whether the Chamber 
will approve this Bill, not because it will involve such an outlay, but 
because it is by no means quite certain that the proposed system is 
sound. Although our newspapers are silent with regard to the ques- 
tion whether Holland will follow the example of England, and decline 
participation in the Conference at St. Petersburg, the question is 
greatly discussed by the foreign press. Perhaps it is a matter of enor- 
mous interest, but I cannot see why. As matters stand now, it seems 
’ rather to be a question of complaisance, and our Government might 
have declared that it would send delegates to the Conference simply 
out of personal respect for the Emperor Alexander, and with the con- 
- dition that the Government were not to be bound by any decision re- 
sulting from the deliberations. The public here care little whether we 
participate in the Conference or no. ° 

The February number of our leading Liberal periodical, De Gids, 
contains an article by General Booms, criticising the tactics of General 
Van Swieten during the second Atchin expedition. I will give you 
the outlines of this essay. The writer begins by demonstrating that 
General Van Swieten has made a mistake in his appreciation of Atchin 
and the Atchinese, and that he was consequently careless in his stra- 
tegy. He was of opinion that the foe was one of little strength, and 
therefore he was content with a minimum of troops and one-third of 
those he had he left at Padang, without making any use of them for a 
Jong time. After every partial success he halted instcad of pushing 
forward, and when the Kraton was captured he was cuntent without 
making his victory a decisive one. It seems that Van Swieten was of 
opinion that the foe, after having lost their principal fortr3ss, would 
submit ; but this hope was vain. When the Atchinese proved that 
they were not conquered, that they had no idea of submission, any 
prudent commander would have come to the conviction that an easy 
Victory was impossible. General Van Swieten, however, was of another 
opinion ; he thought that he had done his duty and fulfilled his task. 
General Knoop—the author says—was quite right when he said that 
the second expedition was only a half-success. A year has elapsed 
since the Kraton was conquered. Since that time the enemy have in 
turn besieged us; and after several bloody engagements, in which 
thousands of our soldiers have been sacrificed, we are still “ waiting 
for the submission of the Atchinese.” These few lines will give you, I 
hope, an idea of the spirit of this article, which is very hard upon 
General Van Swieten and his friends. 

The last mail brought us more bad news from Atchin. The leading 
Liberal paper thinks that the Government must be adopting the policy 
of the ostrich, which hides its head in the sand when danger is ap- 
proaching. By the steamer Voorwarts another detachment of 400 
soldiers has started for Atchin. They did not seem to display any en- 
thusiasm towards their mission. Some of them, indeed, committed 

ty thefts, in the hope that they would be imprisoned, instead of 
aving to embark ; but their trick was not allowed to be successful. 
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Some weeks ago I told you that it was impossible to find volunteers 
for the service, and a new measure, by which a sort of pension is pro- 
mised to relatives of those who die in the service of the country within 
a year, is now held out as an inducement,to recruits. 

Mr. J. W. Van Lansberge has left the Hague, via Paris, for Naples, 
where he will wait for the arrival of the steamer Voorwaarts, on her 
voyage to Batavia. The Minister of the Colonial Department and 
several authorities accompanied the newly-appointed Governor-General 
to the railway terminus. 

According to a communication from the direction of the Society for 
the Welfare of the Atchinese, a sum of f.4,553.484c. has been con- 
tributed to the fund to establish a training college for schoolmasters in 
Java. This is most certainly a very trifling amount, but perhaps the 
future will give better results. 

I am happy to state that in a few days the tragedy, Vorstenschool, 
by “ Multatuli,” will be placed on the stage at Utrecht. Our eminent 
author and poet will be present at the first representation. 

Within a few weeks a mail service will be opened betwoen Flushing 
and Harwich. 

. AMSTERDAM, Fes. 18.

THE LOSS OF THE “MONGOL.” 

WHILE, as it is needless to say, we are undesirous in 
any way to increase the pain which must be felt by the rela- 
tives and friends of the late captain of the steamer Mongol, 
we feel it a duty to protest against the grounds upon which 
the Naval Court of Enquiry at Hong Kong have refrained 
from expressing any opinion as to the loss of the vessel. 
When, as is set forth very concisely in the finding, a mag- 
nificent steamer leaves a port in perfect order and within 
a couple of hours from her departure is totally sunk 
through striking upon a well-known rock, with the loss of 
eighteen lives, we submit that a Naval Court of Enquiry 
is called upon, however painful the duty, to express an 
opinion, and a tolerably definite one, too. Their refrain- 
ing from so doing cannot in any way benefit the captain’s 
memory, but, on the contrary, leaves an opening for the 
most adverse surmises ; while a most appropriate occasion 
of strongly reprobating the recklessness on the part of 
ship-masters which has of late been so conspicuous has 
been allowed to slip. However painful it may be 
to say so, we do not hesitate to express our opinion 
that the broad facts of the case are sufficient to con- 
demn the late master. He had no right to be anywhere 
near where he was when the accident occurred, and if even 
this error can by any possibility be explained, he cannot in 
any way be justified in going at full speed when he knew 
that a dangerous rock was in his immediate neighbourhood. 
It would obviously have been the part of the N aval Court 
to express some such view as this of so cleara case. They 
might have made some reservation in favour of a man who 
could no longer be heard, and have in justice suggested 
any explanation that could possibly be conceived, but in 
refraining from expressing any opinion at all they have 
simply failed to perform the duty they undertook as mem- 
bers of the Court of Enquiry. This weakness on their 
part cannot fail to have precisely the opposite effect to that 
desired, namely, increasing instead of diminishing the 
severity of the comments which will be made upon this 
lamentable affair. © 


Sir WILLIAM FREDERICK DRUMMONDJERVOIS, K.C.M.G., 
C.B., has been appointed Governor of Singapore, in suc- 
cession to Sir ANDREW CLARKE, who goes to India as 
Public Works Member of the Governor-General’s Council. 
The new Governor is a Colonel in the Royal Engineers, 
and for some years past has held the appointments of 
Deputy Director of Works for Fortifications and Secretary 
of the Defence Commission at the War-office. He served 
at the Cape of Good Hope during the Kaffir War of 1846- 
47, and made a military sketch of 2,000 miles of Kaffir- 
land, 1,000 of which he surveyed during the war. For 
this service he received a medal. In the year 1856 he was 
appointed Assistant-Inspector of Fortifications, and subse- 
quently Deputy Director of Fortifications. Colonel JERVOIS 
has designed and carried out the fortifications and harbour 
defences at Portsmouth, Plymouth, Pembroke, Portland, 
the Thames, the Mersey, Cork, and other places, and was 
for some years a member of the Commission on the Applica- 
tion of Iron Armour to Ships. He was sent on a special 
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mission to the Government of Canada in 1864; also on 
missions to Bermuda, Halifax, Malta, and Gibraltar, and 
was specially employed by the Government of India to 
report on the defences of the harbours of India, including 
those of Aden and British Burmah. He was nominated a 
Companion of the Bath in 1863, promoted colonel April 1, 
1867, and appointed Knight Commander of the Order of 
St. Michael and St. George in 1874. 


WE cannot understand on what principle the Govern- 
ment of the Straits Settlements has acted in stopping the 
private practice of Government servants learned in the law. 
It appears that the Attorney-General, Mr. BRADDELL, was 
the first put under that ban, but he was compensated with 
£500 per annum—a dead loss to the Government ; but 
other servants of the Crown have not in like manner been 
compensated, and hence the injustice and hardship. As an 
example, we may mention the case of Mr. GOTTLIEB, who 
at considerable expense studied in England and passed the 
Bar ; of course, under the impression that not only would 
he be more eligible to discharge magisterial duties, but that 
he would be able by private fees to recoup himself the 
outlay incurred in so qualifying. The whole thing is so 
unlike the Governor's sense of justice that we trust he will 
not leave the matter as it now is, but will devise some 
means of putting it right before he leaves. A more 
decided case of making “ fish of one and flesh of another” 
cannot well be conceived. 


WHATEVER may be the precise merits of the action 
taken by the shareholders of the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Bank in Hong Kong with reference to the appointment of 
Mr. ROWETT—upon which for the moment we refrain from 
expressing an opinion—one point is obviously suggested 
by it, and that is how far such action amounted to an ex- 
pression of want of confidence in the Directors. It is cer- 
tainly very unusual to find special action taken by share- 
holders with reference to a matter which is always left 
within the discretion of the Directors of any institution ; 
and it is open to question whether it would not have been 
more in order and more to the interests of the Bank to 
have reserved comment until the next meeting of the share- 
holders. Any action taken in advance muet tend to 
weaken the force of what could be done in the ordinary 
course of business at the next meeting.

WE note with pleasure that the Shanghai General Cham- 
ber of Commerce have appointed a Home Committee to 
watch over the matters which they wish to forward. There 
is so much difficulty in obtaining men here capable of im- 
pressing facts connected with our commercial interests in 
China upon the Government and upon others interested in 
them, that a step in that direction now taken cannot 
fail to be productiye of useful results, if proceeded with 
with discretion and energy.

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_ SIAMESE POLITICS. 

ACCORDING to recent information received from Siam, 
the SECOND KING was still on the premises of our Con- 
sulate at Bangkok, and at a meeting of the Foreign 
Consuls held inside the Major KING's palace, the pro- 
tection afforded to the person of the subordinate Monarch 
had met with general approval. Prominent among the 
telegraphic intelligence recently to hand is a statement 
that Sir ANDREW CLARKE has been requested to intervene 
with his friendly offices to adjust the dispute ; and we 
have reason to believe that Sir ANDREW has accordingly 
gone up to Bangkok, but, under instructions from home, 
not to take any action unless specially called upon by our 
a peer in Siam to interfere. ~ 

ne of the duties imposed by Siamese usage on the 
SECOND KING is that of hurrying to the scene of any con- 
flagration that may chance to break out in the capital. 
The immediate presence of some such high authority is 
found to be necessary on such an emergency, because sub- 
ordinate officials shrink from the responsibility of cutting 
down contiguous dwellings s) as to prevent the spread of 
the fire. When the arrest of the subordinate Monarch 
had been resolved on, advantage was taken of the fore- 
going circumstance, and a messenger was sent to announce 
to his Majesty that within the walled enclosure of the 
First K1Na’s Palace a fire had suddenly broken out. Had 
the stratagem succeeded there is a long passage between 
two gateways leading into the Major Monarch’s private 
compound, and in this alley the SECOND KING’s palanquin 
might readily have been stopped. Such—according to one 
local report—was the scheme to be followed in securing 
the Monarch’s person. The step was an unfortunate and a 
reprehensible one. We are very glad that it miscarried. 
The SECOND KING, it would seem, had his suspicions ; at 
any rate he left his Royal colleague to put out his own 
fire, and two days after these events shifted his quar- 
ters quietly to the British Consular grounds. This 
must have been rather embarrassing for the FIRsT 
Kinq’s advisers. They certainly have set their own 
Palace on fire, there can be little doubt about that; but 
they should not play with political lucifer-matches, for 
some among them will not only burn their own fingers 
badly, but when the conflagration is finally got under they 
may find the material damage a good deal heavier than 
they anticipated. At the same time, if we deplore the 
outbreak of political squabbles in Siam, if we condemn, 
without shrinking, the imprudence of those who acted 
with ill-advised precipitation ; if, lastly, on account of the 
multifarious commercial interests at stake, we urge that no 
time should be lost in settling disputes and restoring tran- 
quillity, we are very far from advocating high-handed in- 
terference, either by ourselves or any other foreign nation, 
in the internal quarrels of the Siamese. We deprecate 
any attempt to coerce the Cabinet Councils of Bangkok. 
We have already expressed our view that the SECOND KING 
is entitled in survivorship to the supreme throne, and we 
are certain that the devolution of the Siamese Crown is 
not hereditary, but, within certain limitations, elective. 
That being so, the subordinate Monarch probably has right 
on his side when he declines to be a party to any premature 
and unconstitutional attempt to deprive him of his expecta- 
tions; yet after all we cannot lose sight of the principle that 
it is for every independent nation to settle for herself on 
the form of government which best pleases her, and to 
choose those rulers whom she may most fancy as the re- 
positories of executive power. Public opinion, popular 
sentiment, are non-existent in Siam; but there are some 
well recognised parties among the nobility there, and in the 
present dead-lock the views most prevalent with the aristo- 
cratic order may be relied on to turn the balance in favour 
of one faction or another. The ex-Regent may be reinstated 
in power, or the Supreme KING and his courtiers may pre- 
vail ; whatever be the result, it is our business to assent 
to it, provided British interests sustain no injury thereby. 
Riot, bloodshed, or civil war we ought of course to do our ut- 
most to repress, because neither we nor any other foreign 
nation can trade securely under such a state of things, or 
be assured that our Treaty concessions will be duly respected 
and carried out ; but when we see that the divisions in the 
Siamese Council are in a fair way of being adjusted—and 
there is some ground for supposing that this result will 
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speedily be attained—we need do little more than wait till 
the tempest abates and the troubled waters return again to 
their tropicalcalm. Ofcourse if the good offices of either Great 
Britain or any other foreign Power are invited by the prin- 
cipals in the dispute the case is altogether different. Some- 
thing in this direction appears already to have been done, 
otherwise we are at aloss to explain the meeting of Consuls 
at the First Kinq’s Palace ; but as for the overtures to 
the Governor of Singapore, these must not be too hastily 
taken as an appeal to England; they may merely be 
the one-sided—and well-known—stratagem of a particular 
faction, who hope by this device to extract an opinion 
from Sir ANDREW CLARKE in conflict with the policy of 
the resident British Consul, whatever that may be. The 
KING'S party of course want to win the trick if they 
can, and they perhaps think that if they cannot carry the 
British Consul with them, they may as well nullify his in- 
fluence, and at least render him powerless to oppose, by 
planting adivision between the Colonial-office agent and 
the Foreign-office representative. 

In our last issue we inserted a letter by a correspondent 
of the Straits Times, giving a version of the Siamese dis- 
turbances somewhat different from our own. The letter 
was evidently one written by a supporter of the Supreme 
KING'S advisers, and it was very proper to publish it, that 
both sides may be heard. But every line of it only con- 
firms our own impression of the case ; and the endeavour 
to ignore the coronation of the SECOND KING, which took 
place in December 1868, does not strengthen the credit due 
to the other parts of the letter. 


SIR D. B. ROBERTSON ON TRADE IN CHINA. 

IN the course of his Report on the Trade of Canton for 
the year 1873, to which we recently alluded, Sir D. B. 
ROBERTSON makes some remarks upon the condition of 
trade in China, which appear to us to be worthy of more 
than a passing consideration. Her MaJEsty’s Consul had 
the disagreeable duty to perform of reporting a material 
decrease in the trade of the port, and he takes the oppor- 
tunity of calling attention to some of the causes whieh 
have contributed to this undesirable state of things. 
“That trade should be free,” he observes, “ to all who 
“ have the means of entering into it cannot be questioned, 
“nor can there be any doubt that freedom develops its 
‘‘ resources, and benefits either the seller or the buyer, but 
“ when competition is introduced, the balance is in favour 
“of the former ;” and it is undoubtedly owing to these 
causes that of late years the Chinese merchants have 
reaped more benefit from the trade than foreigners have, 
and to such an extent has this been the case that “ there 
appears to be some truth in the saying that ‘the trade 
of China is not worth following.” Competition, however, 
is not the only thing against the toreign trader ; probably 
his greatest enemy is the perfect organisation of the 
Chinese in all matters that relate to trade. It is well- 
known that “every trade in China of any importance has 
“a guild, and its members are bound under heavy 
“‘ penalties to obey the” laws of the society ;” and by 
these powers of combination the Chinese practically 
command the market, and do as they like. If com- 
bination be evidently and notoriously so advantage- 
ous to the Chinese, why, it may naturally be asked, 
cannot foreigners also resort to it? This, however, 
is & question which it is easier to ask than to answer, 
though conflicting interests and nationalities go far to 
explain the reason, as well as the want of that strong clan- 
nish feeling which exists among the Chinese, and which 
often rises superior to mere money considerations. Com- 
bination among foreigners has been tried, it is true, at 
Foochow and Shanghai, but it failed miserably, owing to 
their being essentially deficient in that power of cohesion 
which is so notable a trait in the Chinese character. One 
or two weak spirits, thinking, doubtless, to gain an advan- 
tage over their fellows, drew back from their engagement, 
and spoiled the arrangements which had been carefully 
made, aud which, if faithfully carried out, would have 
taught the Chinese merchants a severe lesson. “ There is 
a weak point,” however,” says Sir D. B. ROBERTSON, “ in 
“ the (Chinese guild) syst2m, which, if taken advantage of, 
“ seriously affects it.” The Chinese teamen are not capf- 
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talists, as a rule, and to carry on their operations they are 
obliged, like foreigners, to resort to their banks for funds, 
on which they have to pay exorbitant interest, never less 
than 12 percent. on the best security. This being the 
case, it is obvious that if foreigners coujd only be induced 
to refrain from buying for a sufficient length of time, prices 
must go down, for the interest of the teamen’s loans would 
be rapidly mounting up, and if they did not sell, their 
anticipated profits would soon be turned into losses. 

Another evil consequent on competition and high prices 
is deterioration in qualities. Teas are hastily and imper- 
fectly prepared to meet sudden demands ; “ they are loaded 
‘‘ with iron filings and refuse-matter to give them weight, 
‘‘and mixed with cactus and other leaves, and in some 
see there is scarcely a tea-leaf in the whole com- 
“‘ position.” Again, it is doubtful whether “ tea-tasting” 
is carried out on judicious principles ; it is hard to say, 
remarks H.M.’s Consul, whether sufficient care is taken by 
merely picking out a few chests from the bulk and examin- 
ing them, for there can be no question that a great deal of 
spurious tea finds its way home. ‘It is hopeless, however, 
“to expect that a remedy for the evil will be found in 
‘‘ China, and to lay the blame upon the Chinese producers 
‘‘ and teamen ; . perhaps the most reasonable view 
‘““ to take of the deterioration is that it is a fault of system 
“‘ rather than individuals, and the correction must be found, 
“‘in the first instance, at home.” In connection with it 
there is one argument “ which admits of no doubt of fact, 
*‘ that is conviction by a magistrate, the effect of which has 
“already made itself apparent, . . . and would, if 
*‘ frequently repeated, seriously damage the interests of 
‘‘ spurious tea, and give the home consumer something 
“ like a pure article for his money.” 

In the matter of silk there has also been a great deal of 
underhand dealing in China, and though in this respect 
detection is easier than in the case of tea, “‘ the addition of 
‘“‘ water to give weight is of constant occurrence, and old 
‘“‘ rags, matting, and such like, are often substituted in the 
“bales in place of hanks of silk which have been ab- 
“‘ gtracted.” Sir D. B. RoBEerRtson, however, is of opinion 
that in both these matters to which we have referred, 
“ the anti-spurious movement at home will have the most 
** beneficial effects, and cause an improvement in the quali- 
“ ties of both tea and silk,” and in the interest of all con- 
cerned, we sincerely hope that such may prove to be the 
case, for the present condition of affairs is, on all grounds, 
open to the gravest objections. A word in conclusion with 
regard to the trade in English piece goods. This, as is 
well known, is a large one, and, as H.M.’s Consul observes, 
“‘ would perhaps be larger but for the practice which pre- 
“ vails of heavy loading and sizing for the purpose of 
* adding weight to and putting a face on the goods ; why 
“such a practice is followed appears to be inexplicable, 
‘‘ for the Chinese are perfectly aware of it, . . and 
“not only does this sizing affect the market value, but 
“it also tells against the importer, for large quantities 
become mildewed in éransitu, and are sold at auction 
“for what they will fetch. It seems, however, to have 
“become a speciality of the Mafichester market, adopted 
“during the American war, when cotton was scarce and 
‘¢ dear, and is now continued as a part of the manufacture.” 
Unless the practice here alluded to be speedily discon- 
tinued, the trade in English piece goods will be most 
seriously damaged, for the Chinaman, much as he likes a 
cheap article, will not unnaturally prefer his own faulty 
but durable cotton fabrics to worthless rubbish imported 
from abroad.

THE DISPUTE IN THE TEA TRADE. 

(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 
Sir,—A dispute having arisen between the importers and 
dealers in tea, with reference to the time taken for delivery of 
teas bought, and some correspondence having taken place in the 
columns of a leading journal with regard to the question, I shall 
be glad to be allowed to inform the trade through your columns 
that, in the opinion of many of our leading merchants and 
brokers, the whole matter rests with the wholesale dealers them- 
selves. On the arrival of a vessel the dealers are all anxious to 
get the first sight of the samples, the competition now existing in 
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the country being such that it is of great importance to each 
wholesale dealer in London to have samples to offer to his 
country customers out of the last arrival, and this before his 
neighbours are in the field. Such being the state of the trade, 
when samples are offered on the narkee out of vessels only 
just in the docks, the dealers bid for the goods, knowing at the 
time they do so that it is utterly impossible that the bulk can 
be out of ship ; it therefore follows that in so acting they have 
only themselves to blame for any delay in obtaining delivery. 
Let the dealers as a whole decline to bid for tea until they 
see there is a reaspnable chance of getting a fair delivery, and we 
shall hear no more of this unfortunate dispute. As the dealers 
always sample the teas they are buying, and thus see for them- 
selves that in the majority of cases only two or three packages 
are warehoused, they cannot plead ignorance of the facts above 
referred to.—I am, &c., A MERCHANT. 





“DE MORTUIS NIL NISI BONUM.” 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

S1r,—I observe with much pain a paragraph in your impres- 
sion of the 13th ultimo having reference to the life and death 
of a gentleman belonging to H.M.’s Consular Service. In jus- 
tice to the memory of the deceased I trust you will find space 
for what follows. I knew the gentleman named from boyhood, 
and I was his medical attendant in China for several years. 
When I tell you there is reason to believe that the deceased suf- 
fered from an obscure disease of the brain, which for years 
stultified his wonderful acquirements and capabilities, and that 
what you term “the extraordinary life he has led for the last 
five years,” and to which “he has at last succumbed,” was pro- 
bably the evolution of this disease, I think you will regret as 
much as we all here do the insertion of the paragraph in ques- 
tion. I am willing to give you all credit for sincerity in the 
course you have been pleased to take in this matter, but you 
must pardon me for remarking that I question its propriety, on 
the grounds alike of expediency and of good taste.—I am, &c.,

CHINA CONSULAR REPORTS.—SHANGHAI AND 
CHINKIANG. 

The Consular Reports upon the trade of Shanghai and. 
Chinkiang for the year 1873 have been issued this week 
from the Foreign-office, and we subjoin our usual summary 
of the statements set forth. 


Mr. Medhurst reports that the value of the import trade of 
Shanghai for the year was Tls. 52,233,955, against Tls. 57,062,288 
in 1872, Tls. 57,469,457 in 1871, Tls. 52,453,448 in 1870, 
and Tls. 55,197,642 in 1869. With reference to these figures 
Mr. Medhurst writes :— 


The past year has proved disastrous in an unusual degree to the 
foreign trade of this port. In no single instance can a comparison with 
the results of previous years afford voccasion for congratulation, unless, 
perhaps, as regards a salutary abatement in overtrading which has dis- 
tinguished 1873, and which may be pointed to as an evidence of grow- 
ing prudence on the part of manufacturers and importers, promising, it 
may be hoped, a better state of things to come. It is encouraging, at 
any rate, to note a marked diminution of the heavy stocks on hand 
which have hitherto so much encumbered a free and normal flow of 
business. And although a material, though temporary, check ma 
thereby be opposed to the progressive expansion of British trade with 
China, which, as a general advantage, is too often advocated in the face 
of local stagnation and loss abroad, this diminution of imports must be 
regarded with satisfaction as a remedy for the excessive supply which 
was choking trade, lowering prices, ruining importers, and favouring 
pernicious practices calculated to throw a lasting discredit on British 
goods with a people noted for rooted prejudices like the Chinese. The 
mildew evil which increased during the year, and made its appearance 
in other fabrics besides grey shirtings, has seriously affected the trade, 
and other adverse causes have newly arisen, over which foreigners had 
no control, to add their paralysing effect tu the existing depression. 

The total value of imports from all countries in 1873 shows a decrease 
of 4,778,333 taels,as compared with that of the previous year. A 
greater fall has, perhaps, never yet been recorded, and the aggregate of 
imports for this year is thereby thrown back even below the ruinous 
year of 1870. Of the decrease Great Britain bears nearly the whole 
burden, while India, Australia, and the Continent of Europe are the 
only countries which can boast of an increase. It is worthy of remark 
that the imports from Australia more than doubled those of the United 
States. 

The year opened with reasonably moderate stocks, and a fair prospect 
of increasing activity in trade. A brisk demand continued until the 
Chinese new year, and large shipments were made to the northern ports 
by the first steamers able to get up. But from this period a fatal in- 
action began to sct in and stagnation ruled for months ; week after 
week the same dreary tale of flat, dull, dragging markets, low rates, and 
diminishing consumption filled the trade circulars, and loss and disaster 
became everywhere the prevailing topic. Not that this can be set down 
as an altogether new feature in the trade. It has been the invariable 
result more or less of ventures in piece goods, and year after year some 
special reason has been assigned which, in its turn, has given way to 
another. In the meantime the importing merchant has exemplified a 
truly marvellous capacity for living upon losses, while the manufacturers 
and native consumer have benefited by his helpless position. Three local 
causes have beenadduced as having, during the past year, operated fatally 
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against an expansion in trade; floods in the north, drought in the central 
provinces, and an unusually abundant cotton crop in the neighbouring 
districts of this port. Add to these the failure of several large native 
hongs, and we have enough disturbing influences to account for the 
great falling off in the trade under its present narrow limits. Interest 
rose as high as 20 per cent., inland markets became overstocked, and 
the purchasing power of dealers was reduced to a very low ebb. 

But it would be absurd to suppose that these influences could alone 
suffice to check the consumption of 57,000,000 taels’ worth of goods 
among the flourishing and thickly populated regions which are fed by 
Shanghai as a depét—for all the surplus stock which now lies choking 
the few accessible marts inland, for want of purchasers, ought naturally 
to flow off to other districts and become absorbed. The real obstruction 
toa free indraught of goods has been pointed out by the Shanghai 
Chamber of Commerce, and conasistsin au irregular and excessive taxa- 
tion imposed on the movements of commerce, and the want of speedy 
and cheap means of internal transit. The Transit Pass system was 
arranged with the Central Government at Peking, whither the bulk of 
the duties on foreign goods finds its way, much to the detriment of the 
Provincial Governments, which have to collect their revenues within the 
limits of their own several provinces. It cannot therefore be a matter 
of surprise that the Provincial Mandarins should oppose a system of 
trade which withdraws from them a large portion of their supplies. 
While foreign steamers and Manchester goods reduced the local 
revenue by displacing junks and native fabrics, the local Governors 
gained no benefit by the change. They saw the rich receipts which 
immediately followed upon the opening of the foreign trade drawn off 
to Peking, and their own resources crippled by its existence. In self 
defence they raised barriers, and imposed duties on foreign goods 
moving inland, and now they have multiplied these obstructions to 
such an extent that the very natives themselves are joining foreigners 
in vigorous protests against the system. The Peking Government, on 
the other hand, had benefited very greatly by foreign commerce ; it 
had been able to dispose of a large revenue arising out of a trade which 
it had been its policy to oppose from the first, and has profited by its 
existence to strengthen its own resources by building arsenals and 
increasing its military efficiency. The result, then, of the Transit Pass 

m has been to ohedk the advance of foreign goods into the interior 
to deprive the Provincial Governments of a part of their proper re- 
venue, and to strengthen the hands of the Imperiel Government for 
hostile purposes. 

I am convinced that if the provinces were allowed their fair share of 
advantage from the foreign trade our goods would more readily pene- 
trate to the farthest limits compatible with cheapened means of transit. 
An important element is herein suggested in any measures that may 
be taken to throw open the country. Let but the trade be freed from 
ita tributary bondage to Peking, and let the local Governments be per- 
mitted to draw their fair share of benefit therefrom, and there can be 
little or no doubt that foreign goods will find many new outlets. 


As regards the export trade the figures are also unsatisfactory. 
The total value for the year 1873 is estimated by Mr. Medhurst 
at Ts. 64,814,710, against Tls. 66,934,353 for the preceding year, 
thus showing a decrease of Tls. 2,119,643. The export of tea is 
set down at Tis. 19,375,356, agaiust Tls. 23,936,291, a decrease 
of Tls. 4,560,953 ; and of silk at Tls. 26,241,405, against Tls. 
23,290,370, an increase of Tls. 2,951,035. The Report offers the 
following remarks on this head :— 


The falling off is attributable mainly to the decrease in tea export of 
4,560,935 taels, and in rice export of 3,931,948 taels, making a total 
decrease as regards these two staples alonejof 8,492,883 taels. A further 
diminution is also observable in the export of cotton, nankeens, and 
wax, to the extent of about 260,009 tacls. The export of silk, on the 
other hand, exhibits an increase in value of 2,951,035 taels, and this, 
aided by a similar advance in the export for the year of cuttle fish, gin- 
seng, hemp, medicine, sugar, copper cash, and sundry merchandise, 80 
counteracts the large decrease above-mentioned as to reduce it to much 
smaller proportions. If a comparison be instituted between the exports 
and re-exports of native goods for the year 1872 and 1873, distinguish- 
ing foreign ports from Chinese, it will be seen that in 1373 an increased 

ue of goods was exported to foreign countries, and a decreased value 
to native ports; whilst as regards re-exports, a largely diminished 
quantity went to foreign countries, and an increased amount was sent 
coast wise. 

The principal part of the increase in export to foreign countries will 
be found to fall to the lot of the Continent of Europe and the United 
States, their exports for 1873 being valued at 7,582,694 taels, against 
5,815,548 taels, recorded in their favour for 1872. The decrease in 
re-exports to foreign countries seems to be about equally divided 
between Great Britain and the United States, the falling off in the 
former case being estimated at 2,284,716 taels, and in the latter instance 
at 2,773,762 taels. The declension in the quantity of tea sent through 
Shanghai will, of course, account to a great extent for this difference. 
As regards exports to Chinese ports, the decrease appears to be divided 
amongst Newchwang, Chefvo, Hankow, Kewkiang, Takow, Amoy, 
Swatow, and Canton, the share of the two Inst alono amounting to 
2,449,518 taels, or about half a million in excess of the entire decrease 
for the year. The increase in the re-exports coustwise is divided 
amongst the following ten ports out of fourteen, namely, Hong Kong 
(for ports), Tientain, Chefuo, Hankow, Kewkiang, Ningpo, Fouchow, 
Tamsuy, Amoy, and Swatow; of these Tientsin and Hankow absorb 
nearly two millions of the increase. Hong Kong (for the ports) and 
Swatow another half-a-million each, and the remainder divide the 
difference. The exports and re-exports of native goods hence coastwise 
will be found to have fed the Chinese ports during the past year in 
somewhnat of the following proportions :— 


In exports Hankow takes the lead with a good third out of the 
aggregate valuc of nine-and-a-half millions of taels, Canton and Tientsin 
take three millions between them. Another million falls to the share 
of Swatow, and about 800,000 to that of Hong Kong (for Chinese 
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ports). 
about a quarter of a million each, and the remainder is divided between 
the rest of the ports. 
receiving over nine-tenths out of the whole quantity sent away ; Han- 
kow follows next with nearly another fourth ; Canton and Hong Ko 
are the next largest eonsumers, taking together two millions an 
three-quarters ; Ningpo and Chinkiang receive between them about 
one million and three-quarters ; Kewkiang, Swatow, and Foochow over 
a million and a-half ; Newchwang and Chefoo a quarter of a million 
each, leaving the rest to the ports of Amoy, Taku; and Tamsuy. 






Amoy, Foochow, Chefoo, and Newchwang follow next with

The export of tea for the year 1873 compares unfavourably, as I have 


remarked, with that of the previous year, the total decrease being eati- 
mated at a value of 4,560,935 taels; nearly the whole of which is to 
be accounted for by the diminished re-export of green tea brought 
hither from Ningpo. As regards the returns they show that the aggre- 
gate quantity exported hence during 1873 amounted 55,957 bales, against 
54,865 bales sent away during the previous year. 
crease appears in the exports to Great Britain, and, as will be seen by 
the following figures, the proportion received by the Continental ports 
relatively to that taken to England goes to prove that direct exports to 
France and Italy is gaining the ascendency over shipments as heretofore 
through London :—

The only other material decrease perceptible falls to the ehare of the 


United States, which only took 2,922 bales in 1873, against 3,909 bales 
in 1872. 


The dealers in the staple, both foreign and Chinese, complain 
itterly of the disasters which have marked their business during the 


twelvemonth. 


A slight increase is exhibited in the gross import of opium during 
1873, as compared with that of the previous year. The totals may be 


set down as follows :—1872, piculs 41,008 ; 1873, piculs 42,601. This 
difference may be accounted for, in some measure, by the fact that the 


Port of Hong Kong has been practically blockaded by the Customs’ 
revenue cruisers, and consequently a large portion of the drug, which 
was formerly introduced surreptitiously into China from that colony, 
had to be carried into consumption during the year through more le- 
gitimate channels. The gross increase seems to have had the effect of 
likewise raising the net import into Shanghai, which has been 12,560 
piculs in 1873, against 12,067 piculs in 1872. An increased distribu- 
tion likewise appears in favour of some ot the coast ports as distin- 
guished from others. 

The amount of native-grown opium is now so considerable, and it 
competes so seriously with the imported article, that any report on the 
subject would be manifestly defective that did not take this competition 
into consideration. Yet the difficulty of procuring any definite or reli- 
able statistics, as regards the native industry and its results, render it 
impossible to do more than draw general inferences fromsuch informa- 
tion as may be derivable either from partial observation or common 
report. These inferences would lead to the conclusion that the native 
cultivation of the drug is being developed at a rapid rate, and this is 
confirmed by the fact that the consumption has of late largely in- 
creased, whercas it is well known that the import of the Indian 
drug has been stationary, or nearly so, for several past. The usual 
edicts deprecating the cultivation of such a pernicious drug at 
the expense of cereals and other crops, and probibiting its cul- 
ture under heavy penalties, has continued to appear from time 
to time, and influential Chinese functionaries have not failed, as 
heretofore, to urge the Crown to take steps towards rescuing the 
country from the too certain ruin which must be the consequence. 
But all to no purpose ; the drug is 80 highly prized as an alterative, and 
the desire for it as a sedative is so general amongst all clesses, whilst the 
local Executive are everywhcre so easily bribed into connivance, that 
the cultivation is persisted in, and it will, no doubt, continue to ex- 
tend until effects are produced which must eventually exercise a vital 
influence upon the interests of the country at large. The result as re- 
gards the rival import from India cannot be doubted. The supply, as 
I have remarked, has for some time past been limited to about an equal 
rate year by year; and, as it is a maxim in commercial economy that 
a trade which does not increasg must, of necessity, tend towards the 
opposite direction, it follows tat the only too probable event we have 
to look forward to is a gradual decline and extinction of our share in 
the trade, wherever the Chinese shall have learnt how to grow and pre- 
pare their produce so as to bring it on a par with the Indian staple. 

This is a question which merits serious consideration in connection 
with Indian finance. The subject has, I believe, and very properly, 
attracted more than usual attention of late on the part of the Indian 
Government, and, as you are aware, I have recently ventured to suggest 
the expediency of at once appointing a Commission of Inquiry, com- 
posed partly of officers conversant with the cultivation in India, and 
partly of gentlemen in the Consular service familiar with the people 
and language of China, and who might be delegated to make researches 
throughout the Chinese provinces with a view to establishing the 
actual truth as regards the extent of cultivation and its probable effects 
ralatively to the Indian product. I still hope that such a commission 
may eventually be instituted, and I believe it might further be useful 
not only in eliciting valuable information as to the extent to which the 
drug is consumed in various parts of the country, and its influences 
upon the people at large, but in establishing a mass of facts with re- 
gard to the inland fiscal system, as to the working of which we at pre- 
sent possess but a very vague idea. 

As might be expected, the general depression of trade has affected 
the tonnage of the port very seriously. Of British vessels entered 
and cleared in 1873 there was oa total of 1,511, with a tonnage of 
934,900, against 1,961, of 1,076,639 tons, in 1872. The steamers 
entered in 1873 were less by 52, and those cleared by 56, with a differ. 
ence in tonnage respectively of 18,200 tons and 22,500 tons. Of gail. 
ing vessels there were 179 less entered, and 160 less cleared, amounting 
in tonnage to 54,300 in the former, and 46,700 in the latter. ‘The 
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fame general decrease is noticeable among other nationalities, and 
more particularly the German, which has fallen off to the extent of 
thirty per cent. 

As has been remarked in a former Trade Report, the apparent supe- 
Tiority of the American trade is mainly due to the number of coasting 
and river steamers of large capacity which are entered and cleared over 
and over again during the year. But in the number of suiling-vessels 
the American flag finds employment only to the amount of one-third of 
the tonnage under the British flag, while the Germans scarcely secure 
one-seventh of the latter amount. 


Under the head “General Remarks” Mr. Medhurst gives 
some valuable information and suggestions. The substance of 
his remarks is as follows :— 


The Returns, as now compiled by the Customs, afford ample means 
of estimating the shares taken in the import and export trade of Shang- 
hai by foreign cvuntries ; and it is interesting to note therefrom the 
commercial position taken up by Great Britain and her dependencies 
relatively to other nationalities, as well as the progress made by each 
during the year, as compared with the previous twelvemonth. In 
illustration of these features I append a few comparative statements, 











from which the following deductions may be drawn:—l. Of the, 


52,000,000 of taels’ value of foreign imports which Shanghai receives, 
Great Britain and her dependencies contribute over 47,000,000, 
and of the exports and re-exports of native produce, estimated 
at an aggregate value of nearly 65,000,000 of taels, one-half 
goes to England and her colonies. Her share, however, in supplying 
Shanghai with foreign imports during 1873 appears notably smaller 
than that taken in the previous year, whilst other countries have ad- 
vanced their contributions by nearly one-third. 2. In re-exporta of 
foreign goods England holds but a subordinate pvsition, Japan being 
the country which mainly helps to swell the amount put down as the 
proportion appertaining to other countries. The Chinese ports take, of 
course, the most important place under this heading, although it will be 
observed that their proportion has considerably decreased during 1873 as 
compared to the previous year. 3. In exports and re-exports of native 
produce the Chinese ports likewise rank high, fully a third of the aggre- 
gate value of 64,000,000 of taels falling to their share. 4 and 5. In 
exports of tea and silk Great Britain and her colonies must, as always, 
hold a high place ; but, as has already been noticed under the head of 
“Silk,” the continental proportion for 1872 has taken a notable start, 
which it appears likely to maintain. 

The overtrading in 1872, commented on in last Report, has been to a 

e extent corrected in 1873, but its injurious effects appear to be 
still deeply felt in almost all branches of foreign trade. The general 
result of mercantile operations has been loss, and not profit, to the 
merchant, and the aggregate of these losses has been again very large. 
It is satisfactory, however, to observe that this adverse result is not, as 
it clearly was in 1872, mainly chargeable to the imprudence of those 
who carried on the trade, but may rather be traced to the changing 
conditions which must from time to time affect commercial calculations 
It soon appeared, however, that the consumers of China silk in Europe 
required a more important concession in price, and the London market 
has throughout the year been drooping, until values have been reduced 
to a lower point than has been known for fifteen years past. 

Imports of manufactured goods from England have been moderate, 
but the consumption in China has been disappointing. It has not only 
ceased to augment, bnt in one of the great staples, T-cloths, it has 
diminished to an almost alarming extent. Mildew as has been 
suggested, bears the whole blame for this untoward result, and the 
warning of the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce to Manchester in 
December, 1872, that loss of trade would be a certain consequence of 
the shameful adulteration of cotton goods, is called to mind. But the 
class of goods affected is not the class in which the greatest adulteration 
takes place. It is, however, the class which directly competes with 
Chinese fabrics, and China cotton has been cheaper in 1873 than since 
the Arnerican war broke out in 1861. The wholesale impoverishment, 
by a series of destructive floodsin the north, of the populations of vast 
territory, h.is also had its effect. This trade, like the English silk trade, 
is suffering from the reaction from speculative inflation. Intelligent 
Chinese ascribe the stagnation of foreign trade to the alarming progress 
which opium cultivation is making throughoul the country ; the casy 
production of the drug, and the remun@ative returns it gives, they de- 
clare tends to engross the attention of agriculturists, and to sap nearly 
every other industry. I look upon this suggestion as important, and I 
cannot but think that it indicates, at any rate, one source of the blight 
which seems to be affecting branches of the trade with China. A 

eneral conclusion from the above premises may be ariived at, that 
fonsiza trade in China is not expansive. The English people are too 
apt to take it for granted that the trade with China is capable of inde- 
finite expansivn if only prices can be kept low; but the cxpericnce of 
every day more and more proves that this is not and cannot be the 
case. The resources for the conduct of a vast trade undoubtedly exist, 
but development is choked by irregular and excessive taxation, and the 
want of cheap and speedy means of internal transit, and until these 
counteracting influences are modified or removed it is hopeless to expect 
anything but a partial and sickly growth at best. 

In this connectiun it has been observed with truth that there is a 
remarkable lack of variety in exports for such a vast producing country 
as China, and of a total of exports to foreign countries amounting to 
77,500,000 taels, no less than 70,000,000 taels have to be put down to 
the two articlea of tea and silk ; of the other 7,000,0U0 tacls the only 
items of importance are cassia, about 700,000 tacls, and sugar, about 
1,800,000 taels. No trade of China is probably saddled with greater 
obstructions than that in sugar; no country is better adapted for its 
growth than South China and Formosa, and, in addition, there is prac- 
tically unlimited command of supplies of labour. So vexatious are 
the restrictions imposed, that the trade is kept within the narrowest 
limits. What is true of one article is true of many. There are nume- 
rous productions of China which would meet a ready sale abroad, but 
fiscal exactions prevent their being purchased at the ports at rates 
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which would pay to export them, and in consequence neither China 
nor the world gets the benefitof them. Without exports a country can 
scarcely continue to import, and hence arises a general stagnation. 

In distinguishing the amount of duties paid by each flag, it will be 
seen that Great Britain maintains her usual position in the trade by 
contributing more than two-thirds of the entire revenue for the year, but 
the payments for 1873 show a decrease, as compared with those of the 
previous twelve months, of 200,000 taels. The declension is noticeable 
under each head save that of coast trade, and in transit duties the reduc- 
tion amounts to nearly one-half of what it was previously. America 
follows next in importance, but with a slight increase in her total share 
for the year, being the difference between a falling off under the head of 
exports, and an augmentation under all the other heads, more notably 
that of coast trade. France is the next largest contributor, and she too 
boasts of an advance, which in her case amounts to fully one-third of her 
previous year’s share. The retaining 206,000 taels, out of three anda 
quarter millions, is divided between Germany and sundry other flags, the 
noticeable features being that Gerimany’s share has declined by fully a 
fourth, and that the China-owned steamers have commenced to occupy 
a respectable place in the list of contributors for the year of nearly 
30,000 taels. 


The question of the Woosung Bar, notwithstanding the important 
bearing which it has upon the commercial success of this port, still re- 
mains, [ regret tu say, in statu quo. The obstruction is slowly acquiring 
increasing capacity for mischief, and the detention of vessels at the 
mouth of the river and their partial discharge is now becoming a mat- 
ter of such daily occurrence that it ceases tv attract attention, save to 
oczasion more and more regret that the Chinese Government should 
continue to be blind to the claims of a question of such vital import- 
ance to their own and to forcign interests alike. 


My relations with the Chinese authorities continue to be of the most 
friendly character. I find much difficulty, nevertheless, in inducing 
them, in civil cases between British subjects and Chinese where con- 
siderable amounts are involved, to free themselves from the natural 
bias which they have towards their own people, and to adjudicate on 
the broad basis of equity and common sense. The failure to secure a 
decision in an appeal case which was submitted to Her Majesty’s 
Minister at Peking and the Tsung-li Yamen, about sixteen months ago, 
has suggested to me the possibility of having such disputes detertnined 
by arbitration of British and Chinese merchants sitting conjointly, 
rather than by a formal hearing, and the Taoutai has expressed his 
approval of the proposition. It remains to be seen how far this altera- 
tion will work. 


The Report concludes with a collection of tabular statistics, 
occupying no less than wee pages of the Blue-book— 
giving comparative details of the trade and shipping of the port. 

Mr. Allen’s Report upon the trade of Chinkiang states that the 
imports for the year 1873 were to the value of £3,566,764 (the 
imports of British and British-Indian produce amounting in 
value to £2,783,540), against £3,937,982 1n 1872, showing a de- 
crease of £371,218, about nine per cent. The value of the 
export trade is estimated at £257,532, against £1,083,480, being 
a decrease of £825,948. We extract the following observations 
from the Report :— 


The whole prosperity of this port depends on the facilities it posses- 
ses for forwarding goods into the interior for consumption. Chinkiang 
itself is by no means arich or populous city at present, though there 
is but little doubt that it will become so in the course of time. The 
town and suburbs contain about 70,000 or 80,000 inhabitants, of whom 
an unusually large proportion consists of coolies, very small shopkeep- 
ers, and the like. The native hongs and stures are neither numerous 
nor extensive ; the official establishments, civil and military, do not 
support a large number of writers and hangers on of all grades, and 
Chinkiang dves not contain many houses belonging to rich gentry or to 
retired mandarins. We do not find here the handsome streets of large 
shops, which are seen in cities like Canton or Ningpo, nor is there by the 
river banks a forest of masts, such as exists at Shanghai, and at the 
mouth vf the Hau. The great bulk of the trade between foreigners 
and Chinese is in the hands of natives, who come down to this port 
from towns up the country, principally north of the Yangtze, to buy 
their merchandise, and take it away with them, paying for it partly in 
sycee at the time, and the balance when they have sold their goods. 
The great falling off in the amount of piece goods imported in 1873, 
as compared with the imports of 1872, has had two causes assigned to 
it. The first cause given is the good rice harvest of 1872, and the de- 
mand for this grain in the south of China, which state of affairs did 
not exist the following year. The other reason given is the withdrawal 
of the permission to foreigners to bring native goods to Chinkiang 








: under transit pass, without their undertaking to export them to other

ports or to foreign couutries. 


An account of the trade in native produce brought down to this port 
under transit pass, andof the underhand practices connecteil therewith, 
has already been given by Mr. Brenan. [need only mentiun again that, 
in 1872, it was the custom of nearly all the merchants at this place to 
sell to Chinese traders transit passes on native goods to be brought from 
the interior as the property of these merchants. The goods on their 
arrival were suld tu Chinese in Chinkiang, and were either consumed 
here, or sent to other places in the neighbourhood by junk, the foreign 
merchant having no concern with them from the moment he had handed 
over his transit pass. This very casy way of making money, and the 
comimnission3 to be made on the shipments of rice in 1872, induced 
various persons why had not much chance of a livelihood elaewhere ta 
start in business here. Several persons left the out-door staff of the 
Imperial Maritime Customs to become, so-called, merchants and com- 
mission agents ; and an American, who was anxious to save himself the 
fees charged by the United States’ Consul for stamping applications for 
transit passes, took an Italian into partnership, so that the transit 
passes which this firm sold to the Chinese might be taken out free of 
charge. During the past year, since the Chinese authorities have 
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c2ased to issu? transit passes on native produce, unless the foreign mer- 
chant who takes them out satisfies his Consular authority that the 
goods are bord fide his own property and intended for export, trade has 
gen on a much securer basis, the worse class of foreign trader has be- 
come smaller here, and I think that we may say that there are good 
prospects for Chinkiang in 1874, and ensuing years. 1,004 outward 
transit passes were issued in 1872, and 969 in 1873 ; of these there are 
still over 700 which have not yet been returned, much to the annoy- 
ance of the Intendant of this circuit, who has twice written to ask that 
foreign merchants be notified that all outward transit passes are fo 
bocome void if not used before the end of the current Chinese year. 

But, although any frauds on the Chinese revenue cannot be too 

strongly condemned, it is impossible to avoid noticing the utterly 
rotten system of taxation which prevails in this province. The Chinese 
have not yet discovered, apparently, the enormous waste occasioned by 
keeping up the innumerable barrier stations in every direction. Mer- 
chants here justify themselves in selling transit passes to natives on 
the ground that the Chinese Central Government profits by the transit 
dues paid at the Foreign Customs, to say nothing of the fact that the 
trade in piece goods and other European productions is increased, 
Writers in the Shanghai newspapers abuse the barrier officials, as 
if they were the persons to blame for this unsatisfactory state of 
things; but all seem to forget that any permanent good can only 
be secured by pressure at headyuarters. It must be remembered 
that Intendantsa of Circuit, and all other local officials, combine the 
duties of revenue officers and administrators of justice, and that the 
same abuses as exist in the collection of Chinese revenue are to be 
found in their administratiun of justice, in European ideas the 
more important matter of the two. To reform those two sets of 
evils would require a revolution, not only upsetting the existing 
Government, but changing Chinese ideas. Such a revolution may be 
sudden, or its course may gradually become stronger and stronger 
year by year, until the desired changes are effected ; but in either case 
it is not a prospective advantage to be hupefully anticipated. All we 
can hope for is that the Central Authorities at Peking may deem it pro- 
fitable for the Imperial revenue that in certain districts goods may be 
forwarded to Treaty ports ata lower rate of transit duty than has hitherto 
obtained. Were this done in Kiangsu the trade of Chinkiang would 
soon be doubled, and the Imperial revenue proportionately increased. 
Before leaving this subject, I may mention that over and above the 
import duty of 30 taels per cheat of opium, a Lekin tax of 38 taels is 
levied on each chest, and at Huai-Kuan a further tax of 128 taels, 
making nearly 300 dollars in all. I need scarcely say that under these 
circumstances smuggling is very rife here. 

Politically, Chinkiang has been perfectly quiet during the past year 
and there has been no trouble with the local officials. The number of 
the foreign community has slightly decreased during the past year. 
There are rather more than fifty foreigners in Chinkiang, all told. The 
foreign concession now presents a much better appearance than it did 
a few years back, and about half the lots are built on. The native 
town and suburbs are busy and flourishing, although I do not notice 
much building going on. The salt junks, which hitherto lay just oppo- 
site to Chinkiang, have lately moved to Icheng, about twelve miles 
higher up the river, which will, no doubt, cause the town, or large 
village which had sprung up on the north bank, to be deserted. No 
steps have as yet been taken to develop the mineral wealth in this 
neighbourhood, but it is stated that the Chinese are making arrange- 
ments to reopen the coal mines near Nanking under entirely native 
supervision, though nothing definite has been scttled. 

In conclusion, to sum up the substance of this Report briefly, I may 
lay down two propositions : Ist, that trade in Chinkiang in 1872 was 
abnormally prosperous for two reasons, one, the grain export, and the 
other, the facilities for bringing down native produce under transit 
passa, and that, when these two causes ceased simultaneously, the natural 
result wag a sudden decrease in the trade ; and 2nd, that this decrease 
ia only temporary, doing no real harm tw legitimate trade, which will 
steadily increase, subject at the same time to such fluctuations as may 
be occasivned by good or bad harvests, the opening of coal mines, and 
the like. 


Monetary and Commercial, 


The directors of the Indo-European Telegraph Company have 
issued their report for the past year. The receipts amounted 
to £79,466 2s. 8d.—an increase over the corresponding period in 
1873 of £24,563 18s. 6d. The Government Lave agreed to reduce 
the minimum rent payable by the company frum £12,000 to 
£6,700 per annum, and to give permission to carry South Russia 
messages over the wire. The directors add that they have suc- 
ceeded in their negotiations with the India Office upon the ques- 
tion of the Persian Debt. The net profit available for the year 
amounts to £24,413 ls. 8d., and a dividend at the rate of 5 per 
cent. is recommended for the past six months, in addition to the 
interim distribution last June. 

The directors of the Merchant Banking Company of London 
(Limited) have resolved to declare a dividend at the rate of 12 

r cent. per annum for the half-year ended the 3lst December 

ast, to transfer £25,000 to reserve fund, thereby raised to 
£100,000, and to carry forward £3,979 16s. 2d. to next account. 

An interim dividend of 83. per share for the half-year ending 
December 31, 1874, being at the rate of 8 per cent. per annum, 
has been declared by the directors of the Anglo-Californian Bank 
{Limited). 

We understand that the action which Mr. Edward Norton, 





of Norton, Lyall, and Co., Hong Kong, came home seventeen | 


months since to institute against the owner of the s.s. Parana 
for breaches of charter-party on a voyage from China to Aus- 
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tralia and back has, after a trial before Mr. Arthur Wilson, the 
arbitrator, appointed by the Court of Exchequer lasting twenty- 
one days, resulted in an award in the plaintitf's favour. The 
damages are referred to the arbitrator for assessment. It will 
be remembered that, in June, 1873, the captain and agenis of 
the Purana sued Messrs. Norton, Lyall, and Co. for seven 
months’ charter money, and obtained a verilict, it being the last 
cause tried before the late Mr. Justice Ball, and immediately 
preceded the memorizl resulting in that gentleman’s resignation. 
The owner (Mr. Malcomson) being resident in Ireland, refused 
to appear to Messrs. Norton, Lyall, and Co.’s cross action, taking 
advantage of a certain clause of the Common Law Procedure 
Act regarding Irish and Scotch defendants, which had been in- 
advertently imported bodily into the Hong Kong Ordinance. 
This question of absent defendants was raised in the Hong Kong 
Legislative Council by the Hon. Richard Rowett, and hae we 
believe, since been rectified by the new code recently introduced 
into the colony. 


During the week ending on the 13th of February orders were 
issued by the Customs for the delivery of 3,197,804Ib. of tea 
from the bonded warehouses in London. Of this quantity 
2,051,896lb. were for home consumption, 383,616lb. for exporta- 
tion, 3,7911b. for stores, and 758,5011b. for removal coastwise to 
various outports, of which 75,177lb. were for immediate expor- 
tation. The total quantity delivered was less by 508,0711b. than 
that delivered during the previous week. The tea duty paid in 
London last week amounted to £51,297 8s. 


The suspension is announced of Mr. James Holroyd, of the 
firm of James Holroyd and Co., woollen merchants and manu- 
facturers, of Leeds and Barnard Castle. The unsecured liabili- 
ties amount to about £50,000, and the assets, it is believed, will 
represent the same total. 

Bar silver has been sold at 573d. per oz., which may be con- 
sidered as the present quotation. Mexican dollars have been 
sold at 568d. per oz.
